GOTHAMITES’ FINE DEFENSE

Threw Back Attack of Sons of Nassau
Until Toward Close of the
Game.

NEW YORK, Oct. 28 —Twelve thou-
sand football enthusiasts who gathered
this afternoon at the American League
Park to witness the gridiron struggle
between Princeton and Columbia were
as much surprised at the game put up
by the Blue and White supporters as
were the Tigers, who had not been
looking for the fight which Columbia
8ave them.

Princeton thon eventually by the
score of 12 to 0, but her team did not
cover itself with glory. The greater
credit belongs to Columbia.

With a combination that has played
together only a week Columbia put up
a surprisingly good game. In the first
half she did better work than her
rivals. In the second half she weak-
ened somewhat, under the flerce and
determined Princeton attack, and the
Tigers crossed her line twice. In some
départments of the game Columba con-
stantly showed up better than did
Princeton. This was particularly no-
ticeable in kicking, where Carter out-
punted Daub on nearly every ex-
change.

Columbia’s Attack.

Columbia had the kick-off and Carter
Sent. the ball to Princeton's 12-yard
line.

Peculiar to Children.

“It is peculiar to the children of the
wealthy,” said Dr. H. S. Wigert, in an
address given before the American
Medical Association here.

Speaking of the effects of heredity om
the human race, he said:

“When you see a child with flat chest
and rounded shoulders you can very fre-
quently trace the trouble to parents
with tuberculosis or phthisis.

Just Like Parents.

““As your parents are, so are yoi.
“The offspring of the very rich suffer
from a defect called lordosis.”
